FELLOWSHIP  FUND. 


The  honorary  grade  of  Fellows  of  the  National  Academy 
of  Design,  was  instituted  by  the  Academicians  in  the  year  1863, 
for  the  purpose  of  increasing  both  tlie  moral  and  material  forces 
of  the  Academy,  and  has  met  witli  such  general  and  hearty 
approval  that  it  now  embraces  a very  large  number  of  our  most 
influential  and  distinguished  citizens.  The  conditions  and  privi- 
leges of  Fellowship  in  the  Academy  are  explained  briefly  in  the 
subjoined  extracts  from  the  Constitution. 


Extract  from  the  Constitution  of  the  Academy : 

ART.  X.  Sec.  2.  A subscriber  of  $100  to  tbe  Fellowship  Fund  shall  be 
presented  with  a Diploma,  constituting  him  a Fellow  of  the  National  Academy  of 
Design  for  Life,  and  entitling  him  to  five  season  tickets  to  the  Exhibition, 
annually,  access  to  the  Library  and  Reading  Rooms,  and  invitations  to  all  the 
Conversations  held  by  the  Academy  ; also,  to  nominate  two  students,  annually, 
who,  on  passing  the  usual  examination,  shall  be  admitted  to  the  Schools  of  the 
Acamemy  free  of  charge. 

Sec.  3.  A subscriber  of  $500  to  the  said  Fund  shall  receive  a Diploma 
entitling  him  to  all  the  privileges  of  a Life-Fellowship  in  perpetuity,  and  be 
entitled  to  convey  his  Fellowship  to  an  heir  or  assignee  ; and  the  holder  of  the 
Diploma  shall  enjoy  the  privileges  of  the  original  subscriber.
